CARS WERE TORN TO PIECES 


Connellsville, Pa., Dec. 24.—W'ith a 
terriüle crash and a grinaing noiso, 
the 
Duquesne 
limited, tne fastest 
tiirougn passenger train from Pitts­ 
burg to New York on the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, ploughed into a 
pile of lunibi-t at Laurel Run, two miles 
wesi of Dawson, ana 65 lives were lost 
and 30 persons were injured. 
The train left Pittsburg, running a 
few minutes late, in charge of Engi­ 
neer WiHiam 1 iiornley, of Conneils- 
viile. \Vhon approaculng Laurel lUm, 
which is a particularly fine piece of 
roaaoed, the train was running at a 
higii rate ol speed. 
Suddenly the pas­ 
sengers were thrown irom ineir seats 
by the lightning-like application of the 
air brakes, and a moment later there 
was a terrific crash. 
The train was 
made up of two baggage, two day 
coaches, one sleeper, and one dining 
car, and was carrying at the time, at 
the lowest estimate, 150 passengers. 
The train ploughed along for a con­ 
siderable distance, and the cars were 
torn to pieces, passengers jumping, 
screaming, falling irom the wreck as 
it tore aiong. 
Suddenly the engine 
Bwerved to the left and the coaches 
plunged down over tne embankment 
to the edge of the Youghiegheny river. 
The minute the cars stopped rolling 
there was a wild scene. 
Many were 
pinioned beneath the wreckage, and 
the screams and cries that rent the air 
were beyond description. 
Many were 
injured in their mad excitement and 
plunged into the river. 
Others, pin­ 
ioned beneath 
the 
heavy timbers, 
pleaded in agonized tones for release. 
So terrific was the force of the wreck 
that every pa. sunger suffered a mo­ 
ment’s unconsciousness, and many of 
the able-bodied men were uiiable to 
iwahi in l\e‘lping je injured from the 
wrjcl^on account of having fainted. 
The 
majftrity 
of 
those 
killed 
v,rere literally roasted to death, the 
baggage car and smoker telescoping 
the engine an'» Tmmedlately catching 
fire. 
Their bodies were laying, many 
of them burned to a crisp, in the bag- 
gai^p oar, to be moved later to the 
diiTOrent undertaking .^hops in the city. 
The entire population turned out and 
assisted in caring for the living and 
looking alter the dead. 
A peculiar 
fact is that not a wo*ran was injured 
excepting slightly, 
The wreck 
was 
caused by the breaking of the castings 
on a car load of bridge timber on a 
westbound freight train, Avliich had 
passed Laurel Run not more than 15 
minutes before the ill-fated passenger 
train. 
The wreck occurred on a curve and 
it was impo.ssible for Engineer Thorn- 
ley to see far enouirh ahpad to detect 
the ob.struction on the tracks. The big 
Atlantic type engine* plungid Into the 
timberr» at a velocity of 60 miles an 
hour, 
'^he engine ploughed into the 
embankment and the baggage and ex­ 
press car were thrown into the river. 
The smoker followed the engine and 
landed squarely on top of it, This a l­ 
lowed the escaping steam and hot wa­ 
ter from the engine to fill the car. The 
smoker won packed to its utmost ca­ 
pacity, and all the passenirers were 
cooked alive. 
Not a single passeni^er 
In this car escaped with his life, and 
it 1b estimai'^d that at l6ast 40 of the 
dead v/ere in the smoker. 
The df^ad w^re placed In a long row 
on the 
embankn'^nt. 
opposite 
the 
wreckage, a .d In a single line 38 forms 
lay cold and &tiii on the frozen gronna. 


Another row on the opposite fslda or 
the wreckage contained 11, and scat- 
te.ed here and there through the un­ 
derbrush v/ere the de.id bodi ,»a of many 
w o had been able .to crawl from the 
wreclce.ge, but died hr.ore aid na^hed 
them.

Connellsvillo, Pa., Dec. 24.—With a 
terriuie crash aud a griuvling noise, 
the 
DuQuesue 
limited, tue 
tastest 
tlirougn passenger train irom 
Pitta- 
burg to New York on the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, ploughed into a 
pile of luuibi-i at Laurel Run, two miles 
wesi of Dawson, ana G5 lives were lost 
and 30 persons were injured. 


The train lert Pittsuurg, running a 
few minutes late, in charge oi Kugi- 
ueer "Wiiiiaiu 1 nornley, ol! Conueils- 
ville. 
\Vhou approacniug Laurel lUin, 
which is a particularly fine piece of 
roaaoed, tue train was ruuuing at a 
high rate ol speed. 
Suddenly the pas- 
sengers were thrown irom ineir seats 
by the lightning-like application ol' the 
air brakes, and a moment later there 
was a terrific crash. 
The train was 
made up of two baggage, two day 
coaches, oue sleeper, and one dining 
car, and was carrying at the time, at 
the lowest estimate, 150 passengers. 


The train ploughed along for a con- 
siderable distance, and the cars were 
torn to pieces, passengers 
jumping, 
screaming, falling irom the wreck as 
it tore aiong. 
Suddenly the engine 
Bwerved to the left and the coaches 
plunged down over tne embankment 
to the edge of the Youghiegheny river. 
The minute the cars stopped rolling 
there was a wild scene. 
Many were 
pinioned beneath the wreckage, and 
the screams and cries that rent the air 
were beyond description. 
Many were 
injured in their mad excitement and 
plunged into the river. 
Others, pin- 
ioned beneath 
the 
heavy 
timbers, 
pleaded in agonized tones for release. 
So terrific was the force of the wreck 
that every pai sunger suffered a mo- 
ment's unconsciousness, and many of 
the able-bodied men were uliable to 
asai^?t iL. l\e"iping 
jb injured from the 
wr_ec]v^on account of having fainted. 


The 
majority 
of 
those 
killed 
Vigere literally roasted to death, 
the 
baggage car and smoker 
telescoping 
the enslne an'' Immediately catching 
fire. 
Their bodies were laying, many 
of them burned to a crisp, in tbe bag- 
ga^jp car, to be moved later to the 
diiTGront undertaking shops in the city. 
The entire population turned out and 
assisted in caring for the living and 
looking al ter the dead. 
A peculiar 
fact is that not a wo'vah was injured 
excepting slightly. 
The wreck 
was 
caused by the breaking of the castings 
on a car load of bridge timber on a 
westbound freight train, 
which 
had 
passed Laurel Run not more than 15 
minutes before the ill-iated passenger 
traiu. 


The wreck occurred on a curve and 
it was impo^'sible for Engineer Thorn- 
ley to see far enouiih ahead to detect 
the obstruction on the tracks. The big 
Atlantic type engine plungid into the 
timberr* at a velocity of 60 miles an 
hour, 
^ h e engine ploughed into the 
embankment and the baggage and ex- 
press car were thrown into the river. 
The smoker followed the engine and 
landed squarely on top of iL 
This al- 
lowed the escaping steam and hot wa- 
ter from the engine to fill the can Tbe 
smoker was packed to its utmost ca- 
pacity, and all the passentrers were 
cooked alive. 
Not a sin^jle passenjier 
In this car escaped with his life, and 
it jB estimci'Hl that at l6ast 40 of the 
dead v.'ere in the smoker.

The Hungarian crisis Avhich threat­ 
ens the integrity of the Austrian Em­ 
pire has risen solely from the demands 
of the Hungarians that the Hungar­ 
ian language should be used in giving 
commands to Hungarian troops.

Sea Dovonriiijj Kngrland* 
By experiences such as have fallen 
to the lot of the town of DuuAvich the 
attention is draAvn from time to time to 
tho fact that tho sea is making serious 
encroachments upon England’s shores. 
But, beyond inspiring a vague con­ 
sciousness that they are submitting to 
an uuAvarrantable invasion, the ques­ 
tion so far has aroused little more 
than local interest. The British Asso­ 
ciation, hoAA^ever, has had tho subject 
in hand, and fiA^e years ago appointed 
a committee to make full investiga­ 
tion. With the assistance of the coast 
guard the inquiry has noAV been com­ 
pleted, and its results were communi­ 
cated in a very instructive paper which 
was read, before tho association at 
their concluding meeting. 
The report gives details of the distri- 
bution of the sea’s attack, and of tho 
average rate at Avhich its advance is 
made, and it is evident that encroach­ 
ment presents a A^ery grave problem to 
dwellers upon coasts so seriously men­ 
aced. It is curious to note that though 
it is a x^i^rt of the Wesh coast whieh 
suffers most, generally speaking, the 
eastern shores are Avasting most rapid­ 
ly. 
Nature has provided the Avestern 
coastline Avith rugged cliffs, Avhich suc­ 
cessively defy the onslaughts of the 
Atlantic. 
Even in Ireland the chie«! 
losers are found in the eastern counties 
of DoAvn and Dublin. In many places 
there is a slight compensating gain. 
But the gist of the report is the im­ 
portance Avhich it attaches to artiiieial 
structures and sea AA'alls, Avhich has 
been proved by inquiry and compari­ 
son to bo a most A’aluable protection.

Its pro­ 
prietors call it a “trolley ferry.*'

steel cable is passed across tho stream, 
over

boat. 
This cable passes 
through tAYO stationary pulleys on the 
deck. By means of these pullej’s and 
the cable the boat is held so that the 
current of the river strikes it at an an­ 
gle of about forty-five degrees, and in 
this “sideAvays" fashion the current 
forces i t across the channel.

ries 100 tons of cargo over in four min­ 
utes.

Sea Uevonriii^ Kiigrl.ind« 


By experiences such as have fallen 
to the lot of the town of DuuAvlch the 
attention is draAvn from time to time to 
tho fact that tho sea is making serious 
encroachments upon England's shores. 
But, beyond Inspiring a vague con- 
sciousness that they are submitting to 
an unAA^arrantable invasion, the ques- 
tion so far has aroused little more 
than local interest. 
The British Asso- 
ciation, hoAA-ever. has had tho subject 
In hand, and fiA-e years ago appointed 
a committee to make full investiga- 
tion. With the assistance of the coast: 
guard the inquiry has noAV been com- 
pleted, and its results were communi- 
cated in a very instructive paper which 
was read, before tho association 
at 
their concluding meeting. 


The report gives details of the distri- 
bution of the sea's attack, and of tho 
average rate at Avhich its advance la 
made, and it is evident that encroach- 
ment presents a A^ery grave problem to 
dwellers upon coasts so seriously men- 
aced. It is curious to note that though 
It is a part of the Wesh coast which 
suffers most, generally speaking, the 
eastern shores arc Avasting most rapid- 
ly.

was 37,052. 
The record 
shows only 827,297 births for a popula­ 
tion of more than 39,000,900. 
Th'ero 
was a slJght increase in the number of 
marriages, and a slight decrease in 
the number of divorccs, which fell 
off from 7,179 to 7,157. 
There wisre 
16,815 more boys born than girls. 
No country in the world shows a 
similar record. 
In all the European 
states as well as 'jn South Am'srica the 
natural increase of the population is 
considerabl’e every year. Tho number 
of our neighbors upon this blessed old 
globe Is greater to-day than it was 
yesterday and continues to multiply 
by a steady percentage. France alone 
sho\vs a decrease.

Italy and medlaev.'il Flandere, this tendency was shown, and wherever the 
tendency became a habit it invariably and inevitably proved fatal to tlie State.

In both eases there re.sulted violent alternations betAveen tyranny 
and disorder, and a final, complete loss of liberty to all citizens—dcsti'uction 
in the end overtaking the class which hiid for tlio moment been victorious «h 
well as that Avliich had momentarily been defeated. The death Iniell of the 
republic had rung as soou as the active poAver became lodged in the hands of 
those who .sought, not to do jtistlce to all citizens, rich and poor alike, but to 
stand for one special class and for its interests as opposed to the interest« of 
others. 
The reason why our future is assured lies in the fact that our people are 
genuinely skilled in and fitted for self-government, and therefore will spuru 
the leadership of those avIio seek to excite this fcrocious and foolish class an­ 
tagonism. The average Americîin knows not only that he. himself intends to do 
about what is right, but that his average fellow-countryman has ihe same In­ 
tention and the same power to make his intention effective.

The reason why our future is assured lies in the fact that our people are 
genuinely skilled in and fitted for self-government, and therefore will spurn 
the leadership of those Avho seek to excite this fcrocious and foolish class an- 
tagonism. The average American knows not only that ho. himself intends to do 
about what is right, but that his average fellow-countryman has the samo In- 
tention and the same power to make his intention effective. He knows, whether 
he be business man, professional man, farmer, mechanic, employer o.r wage- 
worker, that the welfare of each of these men is bound up with the welfatre 
of all the others; that each is neighbor to the other, is actuated by the Siu»e 
hopes and fears, has fundamentally the same ideals, and that all alike have 
much the samo virtues and the same faults. 


Our average fellow citizen is a sane and healthy man. who believes in de- 
cency and has a wholesome nxind. He therefore feels an equal scorn alike 
for the man of wealth guilty of the mean and base spirit of arrogance to^vnrd 
those who are less well off, and for the man of small means who in hia turn 
either feels, or seeks to excite in others, the feeling of mean and base envy for 
those who are better off. The two feelings, envy and arrogance, are hut 
opposite sides of the same shield, but different developments of the satne 
spirit

HERB are a great many people in this country who inhabit 
great cities, especially New York, who have a fashion ^f 
decrying all life outside of a metropolis. 
They arrogate io 
themselves the brains and the world-knowledge and the taste 
of America, and turn a scornful lip at their provincial friends. 
With such we do not necessarily quan'cl. It is pleasant to see 
people who arc satisfied with their station. 
But there is a 
danger that persons who do not live in great cities will fall 
into a like belief and get to think that their own lines are 
cast in extremely hard places. The thoughtful man Avill not readily be con- 
vinced that all good is confined to big cities. A little experience will show him 
that he can live as deep and as large in a quieter neighborhood, seeing less, 
(jut with more time to digest what he sees. A huge city Is something like a 
three-ringed circus. In one ring artists are performing all manner of little 
color stunts; in another people arc dining in good clothes; on a stage men. with 
tin armor and blunt swords are playing a game called drama; all around a 
track people are in various kinds of races for pennies. There is a great dtol 
"doing" if you get to that, and the feats arc Nyonderful. extraordinary, and 
what-not. 


fiut does one get so much real enjoyment for one's money at a three- 
ringed circus as when one goes to tho old-fashioned show with one rhxgf 
where he has just as much time to listen to the clown as to see a man turn 
a double somersault over six elephants? At least there is a reasonable doubt. 
And so there is about the advantage of a great city over a small one. A 
few good pictures, a few good books, a play or two. and time to think the^ji 
oyer—this may certainly be as beneficial as a flood of stuff which-one not 
only cannot see. but cannot possibly think about. And this does not take Into 
account at all tlie opportunity for seeing green things every day, the chatico 
to live where the nerves are not worn out by horrible noises. Upon tlie whole, 
the inhabitant of a small city will do well to count his blessings before he 
laments his fate.

ARLYLE in his'essay on heroes seems to regard power and 
its exercise as the chief requisites of heroism and to i^ore 
or miniml550 motives and moral qualities. Among hia heroes 
the most conspicuous are Odin. Maiiomet, Dante, Shakespeare, 
Lutiier, Knox, Johnson, liosseau, Burns, Cromwell, Napoleon 
and others who by war, literature or oratory have liirfi¡eJy 
afftjcted the course of history and the destinies Of men and 
nations. But Carlyle also says: The hero is one who lives 
in the inward sphere of things, in the ti'ue divine and eternal, 
which exists always, unseen by most, under the temperar/ 
and ti-ivial. His heart is a piece of the everlasting heart of nature herself," 


Emerson uses the words hero, heroic and heroism in a broader and wore 
philosophical sense than Carlyle. 
Happily, he was free from the prejtidîee, 
Ihç intensity and narrowness of the great Englishnian. He says: 
"Heroism 
speaks the truth; it is just, generous, hospitable, temperate, scornful of petty, 
calculations; it feels and never reasons, and therefore is always right,'; 


It is easy to see that Emerson recognized heroism as depending i« 
manner upon the condition, limitations or accidents of human existence, but 
rather as a grand overtone w^hose infinite vibrations reinforce and tur« Into 
sweetest music the sound of every prayer, uttered or unuttered, the generous 
emotions and aspirations of every soul seeking a better life. 


Cherishing a feeling of profound reverence and admiration for the ffreat 
heroes, who through the ages have Avrougbt grandly for humanity and 
achieved enduring renown, Avho inspired utterances and shining deeds have 
been gi-aven upon imperishable tablets, and who have bequeathed to us and 
all c o m i n g generations the estimable legacy of their illustrious example, I must 
yet confess .a doubt whether the most magnificent exemplars of heroism bavtf 
not been found in tlie humbler walks of life, among those who, in their sina- 
plicity of soul and modest gi'andeur of character, never dreamed that in all 
the essentials of true manhood and glorious womanhood they held high raulc m 
heaven's untitled aristocracy. 


God has vouchsafed to the world no choicer blessing than the unconsciott^ 
heroes and heroines who give to earth its greatest charm and without ffúom 
presence beaveu would suffer irrcpanible loss.—Chicago Tribune.!

macy,

and

the faculty^s resolution as a victory 
and are loud in their expressions of 
appreciation.
